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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 34-41 , 43, 44 and 61-66 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reasons for the indication of the allowability of claims 34-41 , 43, 44 and 61-66 are: 

Regarding claims 35, 34 and 37-40, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest 
in combination with the other claimed limitations an enclosure, wherein the at least 
one switch comprises an optical switch to toggle in response to a change in light 
sensed by the optical switch. 

Regarding claims 36 and .61 -66, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest in 
combination with the other claimed limitations an enclosure, wherein the at least one 
switch comprises a pressure-sensitive switch coupled with the pattern of interconnects 
via one of the mounts. 

Regarding claims 41 , 43 and 44, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest in 
combination with the other claimed limitations a system comprising sensors to sense 
environmental conditions, the sensors being oriented to face the exterior of the 
enclosure. 

These limitations are found in claims 34-41, 43, 44 and 61-66, and are neither 
disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record, alone or in combination.
